Federal Court*. 


Eueli State is a Federal district and had, 


according to the original plan, one judge. 
Now the larger States have two, and New 
York and Texas have three, there being 
fifty-eight Federal districts in all. The 
Chief Justice presides over courts in the 
fourth judicial 
circuit. 
The 
Federal 


Supreme Court meets at Washington once 
a year, in October, hut special terms may 
be called by the Chief -Justice at any time. 
When the Chief Justice is not occupied 
with these he assists the circuit jud^e. 
The district courts meet at different times 
in the year, as arranged by the United 
States statutes. 


In some districts they meet twice, in 


some three times, in still others four 
times, in the year. There is no stipulated 
length for the session. Tje court sits 
until the judge sees fit to di-miss it. But 
the district courts are always open as 
courts of admiralty, and as equity courts 
; so far as; equity jurisdiction has been con- 
ferred on them. The salaries of the dis- 
"trict judges range from $3,500 to 35,000 
per year. They are all appointed by the 
President, subject to the confirmation of 
the Senate, and serve during life or good 
behaviour. 


'In the circuit courts the sessions are 


also, fixed by Federal law. L'faey all meet 
twice a year regularly, an i may hold 
special terms at any time. 
They are 


always open aa courts of equity. Their 
lodges receive a salary of 86,000 per year, 
find are required each to live m the circuit. 


An equity court Is one ii which in-

years that I have occasionally written up- 
on this subject I have found always sonic- 
thing new to write~about, nud when Jo- 
seph Cook learned the whole thing in a 
four days' visit here my astonishment c»n 
be imagined. I make this little digression 
thai the reader mav better understand a 
brief description of the Temple. 


The design of this Temple is the inspir- 


ation of Brigham Young, and nothing liaf> 
ever beea built'; perhaps, nt least in this 
country, with so much stability aud per- 
fection as this Temple. 
It id builc of tine 


granlle quarried out of the big boulders 
at the uaouth of Little Cotton wood Cunon, 
twenty miles distant, quite, a portion of 
which was brought by ox-teams, and 
evcrv piece of which win marked :it ihe 
quarry for the position it was to occup}', 
brought to the Temple Block, cut to fit, 
and in the whole structure not n chip was 
used, and not a particle of lime, just a lit- 
tlejcetnent in the seams. 


When the reader considers that its foun- 


dation is 10 feet wide and 1C" feet high, 
tjjat its walla are 107,'., feet high and 9 
feet thick at the top, with six largt1 towers 
whjpse spires are from Ip4 feet in liei»ht 
to 222}i feet, measuring iipou the ground 
386^x1)9 feet, some idea maybe :"orraed 
of the cost and labor a religious enthusiasm 
has been able to accomplish. The actual 
cos- is not known, probably £1,300,000 
would be a fnir estimate. The time occu- 
pied in Its building has been precisely 
forry years, to accord with the building 
of Solomon's Temple, as recorded in the 
Bible. 


The interior is simply mngnifieerit aud 
grand beyond description. 
From top to 


bottom not a crack of any kind in the 
massive halls; staircases, auditoriums, 
the hall of tbe priesthoods with their 
grand puipHs, the beautiful 
recept;ou- 


roons, the baptismal-room with its fine 
font resting: upon twelve goldeu oxen of 
life size, its twelve compartments, \viih 
batn tub and toilet appointments, finished 
in oayx; the muny rooms for the different 
orders of the priests, the altars, the rich 
furniture, the 2,000 electric lights, the 
rich draperies, ihe display of art?, the il- 
luminated windows, the decorated walls, 
the jrich ornaments, the organ with its 
soft'music, the newness, and the grandeur 
of tfee whole is something to remember. 


There have been 52,000 recommends 


Issued by the different wards in the Terri- 
tory for admission to the Temple, and the 
dedication and the visiting of these mem- 
bers of the church is divided so that the 
entire exercises will continue twelve days. 


The Mormons may be justly proud uf 


this great achievement which does them
